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THE 


PREFACE 


Hat there is a God, and that he 
ought to be worſhiped, are truths (0 
generally diſcovered to the moſt bru- 
tiſh Heathens by the meer light of nature, that no 
Chriftian ſurely ( who has this improved and ad- 
vanced into a far greater light ) can in the leatt 
doubt of yielding his aſſent thereunto. Being ad- 
dreſiing my ſelf therefore to the Chriſtian only, I 
ſhall not pretend to offer at his conw1itlion in theſe 
points, leſt I ſhould ſeem to upbraid him with 
groſſer ignorance and ſtupidity than has been uſu- 
ally found in the very wort among#t the rank 
of Rational Souls, 
IT ' . Rey there are, who 
(to the great ſhame of their moſt holy profeſion 
do _ ſo wholly dans. 9 goed 
for the worſbip of that God whom they ſeem ts 
own and believe, that they would almo#t incline 
a truly charitable man with great peremptori- 
neſs to pronounce, That that Heathen-generation 
ſhall riſe up in judgment againſt them, and 
jmd it more tolerable in the day of wrath. 
For as God has wouchſafed to give Chriftians 
better means to know , and greater helps and 
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encouragements to perform their duty ; ſo conſe« 
quently the negle# of it muFt needs bring them 


into greater condemnation. 


Beſides, their danger is increaſed too, becauſe 
their ſin i highly aggravated from thoſe deep 
obligations which they laid upon themſelves , 
when at firit in their Baptiſm they were deno- 
minated ſuch. For then they vowed a moſt [0- 
temn Vow , that they iz worſhip God, and 
ſerve him truly all the daies of their life : /o 
that their neg lett here can be interpreted for no leſs 
then the wileſt perjury, and a breach of Cove- 
nant with God himſelf, and therefcre will cer- 
tainly not only deprive them of all the benefits of 
that.covenant, but alſo render them obnoxiozes to 
many more ſtripes. Deubtleſs then no fincere 
Chriſtian will truly conſider ths, without 're- 
penting heartily of all ſuch ſmful 'omiſons , and 
reſolving ſeriouſly for the future to be moſt con- 
ftant and intent in the duty. 


Now the worſhip of God does chiefly conſiſt in 
eur offering up to him Prayers, Praiſes , and 
Thanksgivings: and this muſt be performed by us 
all both in publick and private, So that neither 
can the doing of it in publitk atone for the neglech 
of it in pricvate,nor the private performance on the 
other hand any way excuſe che contempt of the 
publick. For as he who does his duty only in pub- 
lick ſeems to aim at the praiſe of men more than 
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the praiſe of God, and ſhall receive no other re- 
ward: So he who forſakes the publick, and 
thinks to approve himſelf unto God by his meer 
private and ſolitary ſervices, ſhall fnd himſelf ſo 
far deceived, that im not hearing the Church 
which calls him ſo frequently and earne#tly to 
his duty, he will render himſelf in the (ight both 
of God and all good men as an Heathen and a 
Publican ; and after all his devotions, evidence 
himſelf ig be of the number of thoſe {1nners 
whom God heareth nor. 

For where the Service of an eſtabliſhed Church 
is ſuch, that we may join 1m it without ſin, all ſe- 
paration from that Church is accounted by God 
as a mot heinous tranſgreſfion ; and as many as 
ſhall wilfully and obſt mately perſiſt in it ( how- 
ſoever elſe they pretend to worſhip him in private) 
6an have no juſt grounds to hope that they ſhall 
be accepted of God, but may with more reaſon 
expect that he fhould openly puniſh their open 
diſcbedicnce , rather than ſo reward that half- 
obedience, which he ſeeth in ſecret, We muſt 
therefore duly and faithſully ſerve God , both 
publickly in the Church; and privately, in the. 
Houſe, that is , as well ſecretly by our ſelves, as 
alſo more openly in our families, ( which though 
it be a kind of publick Service too, yet I call it 
private iu oppoſition to that more publick one of 
the Church. 
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New no Church has ever yet made a better 
proviſion for the ſervice of God, than our good 
Mother the Church ot England. For ſhe has 
provided a moſt complete form of ſound and 
wholeſom words, whereby we may indeed ſerve 
God acceptably with reverence and godly 
fear. This ſhe has gathered for us , Not from 
the Popiſh Maſs ( as ſome have baſely and fal/- 
ly inſinuated to make her odious, ) but from the 
more early Liturgies of purer tirfles. And 
where ſhe caunot boaſt of ſuch Antiquity , there 
ſhe recommends nothing to her Votaries, but what 
Was either made or approved by thoſe who 2were 
the preatei} encmies to Popery , and the bet 
friends to our moſt glorious Reformation. Nay, 
what ſhe recommends ( which # indeed hey 
greateſt honour ) is the wery ſum and ſubſtance 
of Gods moſt holy word. She expreſſeth her 
ff for "the moſt parti in Scripture Language : 

nd if at any time ſhe does not , even then ſhe 
eannot be charged with the leaſt contradiftion 
again#t it ; but may boldly challenge all her Ene- 
wnies , and ſay in the words of her dear Lord, 
Which of you convinceth me of fin ? 

That this our Church then has moſt profita= 
bly and and plentifully adminiſtred to the pri- 
wate as well as publick devotions of her chil- 
dren, is my deſign to ſhew in theſe following Col- 
Keftions: For by theſe it will appear, that ſhe 


has 
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and ner tor to ſupply our private neceſiities 

in all common and ordinary caſes ; but that in 

moſt particular occurrences likewiſe, which are 

unuſual and extraordinary, ſhe has abundantly 

_ us towards the due making of our bum- 
ke ſupplications and thanksgivings unto God, 

To make good the Title-page then, and to 
prove the excellency of that Companion which 
it applauds, I have borrowed from it ſuch pray= 
ers as may be ſuitable to our ſeveral conditions, 
ot only common , but ſpecial; and tos digeſt 
them into ſuch order and method, that they may 
be moſt eaſily ſubſerwvient, both to our daily offices, 
and to our extraordinary devotions. 

The following Colleion therefore is con« 
trived for our uſe two waies: Firſt, in the Honſe, 
2phen all the members of a Family are called to- 
gether to offer up their joint-prayers, and to make 
known their common requelts unto God ; and 
ſecondly in the Cloſet , when any ſmgle perſon 
my retire #n ſecret to pour out his Soul before 

im. 

That it is the indiſpenſable duty of every Ma- 
fer, or Head of a Family, to RC that e- 
very Soul within his houſe be filled with piety , 
ak nouriſhed with all goodneſs, I need not uſe 
many arguments to evince. Foy if he be worſe 


than an Infidel ( as the Apoſtle has proclaimed 


him, 
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bim, 1 Ti.5. 8. ) who provides not for his 
houſe #n temporal, then what is he who negleits 
#0 do it in theſe ſpiritual things? And haw can 
any one hope to do this more effeflually, than by 
obliging them all to be conſtant in ſuch heavenly 
devotions. f 

And now to furniſh them accordingly with 
meer devotions, I have in the firft place com- 
poſed Three diſtinit Services moſt proper - for 
thoſe Three ſeaſons, ( viz, Morning, Noon, and 
Night, ) which Gods own word abundantly te- 
ff ifies, to have been obſerved by many of our Pi- 
ous fore-runners in the faith, and in which we 
may believe they are followed by many devout 
perſons, even now in our own age, though it be 
-4 age indeed of ſuch general looſeneſs and irre= 

ion. 

To theſe chiefly then (and eſpecially to as many 
among theſe as are of the Church of England, 
and cannot but admire the goodneſs, and reve- 
rence the Authority of thetr Mother, ) I do moſt 
heartily recommend the Colleftion that I have 
ade , not only promiſing my ſelf that 1 ſhall find 
them wery acceptable to Theſe, but promiſing them 
moreover that they ſhall find them highly benefe- 
cial and moft uſeful to the deſigned end; and 
that becauſe they are me#t agreeable to Gods 
word and will; moſt plain, familiar, and wiſely 
Edapted to the capacities of the meaneſt in each 
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honſe ; as al,o moſt comprehenſive of all their ge- 
neral wants. | 
If the Maſter of the Family cannot read, let 
bim impoſe this task upon ſome other , "And if 
there be none in his family that can, then may he 
do well either to learn himſelf, or to take care 
that ſome of them ſhall learn as mazy of theſe 
Prayers as they are able, eſpecially of thoſe for 
Morning and Night, which being above half the 
ſame, and ſuch as they have often heard before, 
and may again frequently hear in the Church, 
will be more eaſily compaſſed, and better fixed in 
their memories too. And ſo often at leaſt ſurely 
God ought to be openly worſhipped in every Chr 
ſian Houſe, it being very reaſonable that «ll the 
members thereof ſhoull be called together to yield 
and pay to him both their firſt and laſt Ser- 
Vice, who w indeed the Firſt and the Lalt. 
| Nor can any Houſholder hawe cauſe to think, 
that this will exhauſt too much of his time, ſince 
all the Three Services may be duly performed in 
leſs than the ſpace of one hour. And what man- 
ner of perſon as he that will not allow ſo ſmall 
a parcel of time to the great Maſter both of Hea- 
ven and Earth, when he ſhall believe it juſt and 
reaſonable to demand (0 many hours ſervice in 
each day from thoſe that ſtand but in the ſame 
Relation to himſelf ? 
T have but one thing more to adviſe bim now 


in 
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2 this Relation, which « that he would enjoyn 
all thoſe of his family, with all ſubmiſſroe reve= 
rence, 10 ſay Amen to every one of theſe Prayers 
For by this means be will not only prevent the 
ſleeping away their duty , and keep them at- 
tentive 1n it; but make them give ſome js mony 
alſo of that fervent deſire, of that full aſſurance, 
and of that ſweet harmony and conſent which 
ought to accompany their petitions to God. 
But theſe Prayers of which I have been ſpeak: 
ing, may eaſily become ſerviceable not only to 
the whok family ſs met together in the Houſe, 
but alſo to every one by himſelf in his Cloſet, or 
ſecret retirement. For though they run all in the 
Plural number , yet with & wery little change 
{ as by ſaying I for We, Me for Us, and the 
like ) they may be fitly applied to the uſe of every 
ſingle perſon. To give you an inſtance or two out 
of the Confeſſion at the beginning : Inflead of, 
We have erred, &c. ſay I have erred and 
ſtrayed from thy waies like a loſt ſheep ; In- 
fead of, There is no health in Us, ſay, in me; 
and inttead of, Spare thou them, &c. ſay, Spare 
thou me, O God, who confeſs my faults : Re- 
ſore thou me that am penitent. And 4fter 
thu manner may any one, with the greateſ# fact- 
lity, rightly uſe mo#t of theſe Prayers in his ſe- 
cret Devotions. 
Now this ſecret Devotion alſo is moſt ſtrittly 
required 
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required by God himſelf : and therefore let not any 


one think that his mo## conft ant attendance at 
Family-prayers, ſhall in the leaff excuſe his neg- 
lect of this. And though theſe wery prayers ſhall 
be daily uſed in the Houſe , yet let not hs affe- 
aation of variety ſhut them out of the Cloſet. 
For what though he prayed with them before ? 
Did not our beed Saviour himſelf, im a very 
ſhort time, pray again and again, ſaying thc 
ſame words? Matth. 26. 44. 

Beſides, though the words be the ſame, yet 
now he may uſe them after a much different 
manner as to the wery things for which he either 
prays , or returns thanks to God. For new be 
may apply them to his vn private condition , 
= them cloſe home to the concerns of his own 
Soul, and enlarge himſelf into particulars , 
whereas before he was bonnd up to general ex- 
preſſvons. How this may be done, I ſhall not di- 
rect in thu place, but refer him to the Notcs 
upon the Prayers themſelves. 

Beſides theſe Three Services, which are pro- 
Poſed to the good Chriſtian for his conſtant dai- 
ly Sacrifice, I have likwiſe collefled ſeveral 0- 
ther occaſional Devotions, which he may cither 
jorn to the former, or uſe apart as he pleaſes. And 
tor what ſpecial purpoſes theſe will ſerve , the

formed.Churches : and that we have the great- 
eſt reaſon to believe, that God who has ſo often 
appeared in the defence of this Church , and 
ſhewn himſelf from time to time ſo eminently 
gracious in her wonderful preſervation , is alſo 
ell pleaſed with her pious Devotions, which ſhe 
offers up to Him only in the Name of has be- 
loved Son, in whom he has declared himſelf to 
be well pleaſed.
